department. Nowhere is there shown 
a disposition to criticise, the official 
dispatches being allowed to tell their 
own story, and generally the secretary 
finds much to praise and cause for sin- 
cere congratulation in the results ob- 
tained. 


The report begins with a chronologi- 


cal history of the war. consisting oE a 
number of short paragraphs, begin- 
ning with the declaration of war on 
April 23, and setting forth the date 
upon which any event of importance 
occurred, but 
making no 
comment 


whatever upon the facts. 
The only 


exception to this rule is in a reference 
to the casualties at Santiago. 
Some 


criticism having been made that there 
was a lack of surgeons present, the 
report states that there were 140 sur- 
geons in attendance, and that of 1,431 
wounded only 13 died of their v/ounds. 


Concerning surrender of Santiago, 


the report shows that Shatter demand- 
ed the surrender on the 3d and re- 
newed this demand on the 4th. On the 
morning of the llth another demand 
was made. On the evening of the day 
that General Miles arrived, and on 
July 13 and 14, he, with General Shaf- 
ter, met the Spanish commander un- 
der a flag of truce to discuss the sur- 
render. 
On the afternoon, of July 14 


General Miles left General Shatter's 
headquarters, and soon thereafter went 
aboard siiip, preparatory to sailing for 
Pprto Rico. July 17 Toral surrendered 
23,000 men upon our terms, and the 
American flag was hoisted by order of 
General Shatter. 


Some Recommendation*.
